1. Novelty (Art. 33(2^ PCT) 

The present application meets the requirements of Article 33 PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent Claim 1 is new. 

Document D1 discloses a silicone rubber added with siliceous extending fillers to 
lower the cost (see D1 : column 2, lines 30-41). 

2. Inventive steps ^Art. 33(3^ PCT) 

The present application meets the requirements of Article 33 PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent Claim 1 involves an inventive step in the sense of 
Article 33(3) PCT. 

Document D1 is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art. 

The subject-matter of Claim 1 differs from D1 in that a Fischer-Tropsch derived oil is 

used as a silicon rubber extender {distinguishing feature). 

It is not clear from the description which additional effect might be achieved with this 
distinguishing feature. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as:"To provide 
an alternative silicon rubber extender". 

Starting from the disclosure of D1 and intending to solve the above-mentioned 
problem, a person skilled in the art had no incentive from the state of the art to use 
a Fischer-Tropsch derived oil as a silicon rubber extender. 

Thus the subject-matter of independent Claim 1 involves an inventive step. 
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
